I sincerely regret, therefore, that it will not he possible 
to furnish you wito any information which may be used as 
editorial material or otherwise. 

I am sure you will understand the necessity for 
this policy and will draw no inference because of my inability 
to be of assistance that we do or do not have in our files 
the information you desire. 

I can advise you, however, that one of the individuals 
mentioned in your coxsnuni cation my be identical with an 
individual sunpoenaed, to testify in public hearings of the 
Internal Security Subcommittee of the United States Senate 
held in Memphis, Tennessee, October 28 and 29, 1957, These

Thereafter, upon consulting with the SAC, the 
Bureau was contacted, and Inspector C. D. DeLoach was 
contacted for advice as to what the Attorney General should 
be told. Mr. DeLoach stated the Attorney General should 
be told that we have never investigated Mr. Lowman and’ 
therefore we cannot be of any assistance. Mr. DeLoach stated 
that he was sure we had not investigated Mr. Lowman and that 
he would double-check it. I told Mr. DeLoach that there was 
no hurry in our reply to the Attorney General and that we 
would not make any reply until tomorrow. 


Mr. DeLoach asked the SAC as to what relations 
we had with the Attorney General, whereupon he was told 
they were as good as they could be with anybody in the state 
government at this time, but that anything we told him 
he would use, and it would probably get back to Lowman.

BRUCE BENNETT, Attorney General of the State of 
Arkansas, gave a brief run-down on tbe aims and purposes of 
tbe bearings, which is to show that racial agitation in tbe 
Southern United States was a program adopted by Russia in 
1930 and which is presently being Communistic ally inspired. 
BENNETT said that certain Individuals in Arkansas have been 
willing or unwilling tools of subversion. Be said there can 
be but one conclusion, "that conclusion is that subversion 
is present". 

The first witness was J . L* SHAVER, an attorney from 
Wynne, Arkansas, and former State Representative, senator, 
Lieutenant Governor, Legislative Secretary to Governors HOMER 
ADKINS and ORVAL FAU8BS, and presently Is a member of the 
State Sovereignty Commission. SHAVER said he was a member 
of a committee which investigated Communist activities at 
Commonwealth College, Mena, Arkansas, in 1933. SHAVER enume- 
rated the witnesses called in the 1933 hearing and quoted from 
the official transcript of these hearings. He also furnished 
Information from the record on the finances, curriculum, teacher 
qualifications, belief or lack of belief in a supreme being, 
and various forms of Government taught at Commonwealth College.

He also said that 
AO leading officials of the SCEF had filed a brief as friends of the 
court in defense of the OP* which ms filed in 1065 Ibefere the 0.3. 
Supreme Court* He said the SCEF serves as a bridge between the CP 
and misguided southaro liberals. He also testified that the Hergeaoy 
Civil liberties Committee (ECLC) , SRC, and SC HP sere related mainly 
through the Isadora of these groups. He mentioned DAISf BATES as 
being on the Board of Directors of the SRC and affiliated with the 
SCEF. MATTHEWS said B. LAFAYETTE HARRIS, President of Philander -

Hie objectives of the Arkansas 
Council on Human Relations, according to Matthews, is to promote 
the line of activity promoted by the communist apparatus. 


It is to be noted MATTHEWS in hie testimony did not 
differentiate between when he was testifying from public records 
or when he was voicing his own opinions. 

He also mentioned GRACE and LEE LOBCH and their 
activities at Fish university, in New England, in New fork city, 
and in Little Rook, as enumerated 81 Negro colleges in the south 
which had representatives in the 3CSF.

On 12/18/58, at 9; 30 a.m., the public hear ings of the 
Education Committee of the Arkansas Legislative Council reopened. 
BRUCE BENNETT, Attorney General of the State of Arkansas, gave 
a brief rundown on what had transpired the past two days, 

BANNING JOHNSON, Negro, was the first witness called. 

No identified himself as a member of the Communist Party from 
1030 until 1040 and enumerated the various positions he had held 
in the Party. He said that when he testified before the 
Legislative Council of the Louisiana State Legislature, some 
over-sealous newspaper men misquoted him. He denied saying 
that he was an Associate Director of Research with the Department 
of Justice during those hearings. He said the NAACP had secured 
a statement from the Department of Justice to the effect that 
JOHNSON was not an Associate Director of Research, and JOHNSON 
said the NAACP used the Department’s statement to smear him, 

JOHNSON then went into a discussion of Communist Party 
fronts and operations and objectives. He said his first 
association with the subversives was in 1030 when he joined 
the American Negro Labor Congress, He said he broke with the 
Party in 1040 and was contacted by the FBI to work for them 
and said he did so until joining the U. 3. Navy in 1944.

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JOHNSON went into great detail on the 1928 and 1930 
resolutions made to the Communist international which laid 
the plans for establishing a ‘’Black Republic” in the USA 
and the theory of “self determination.” He also linked the 
CPUS A. to Commonwealth College at Mena, Ark. , and the Southern 
Tenant Panuers Union in eastern Arkansas. 


JCiSHSON said the LAACP with Communist backing was 
responsible for racial strife in Little Rock today. He said 
the CP was using the HAACP and that the CP was using Little 
Rock as a test battle. JOHNSON related the HAACP was heavily 
infiltrated by Communists which was part of the CP plan back 
in the 1930s. Ho also said Little Rock and Pine Bluff, Arkansas, 
were designated as areas of concentration when ho was a member 
of the CP. Ho praised Governor PAU3US for his actions in the 
Little Rock situation and severely criticised the HAACP. 

BRUCE BENNETT took the stand at the Loginning of the 
afternoon session and testified that since January, 1955, the 
Arkansas Council on Human Relations had $ 31,810.97. He said 
he had been unable to detcminc where the money came from or 
how it was spent. BENNETT also cited the testimony of MARTHA 
NICHOLS EDMISTON before the HCUA hearings on July 12, 13, 14, 
and August 8, 1950, concerning L8B LORCIX. BBiRtETT again 
introduced letterhead stationery of the SCEF which listed 
Arkansas people as being on the Board of Directors. 

HERBERT R. (HERB IB) BYRD and C. B. (RUSTY) RALSTON, 
local newsmen, were the next witnesses and told of their 
respectivo agencies receiving telephone calls two ox tuveo 
months ago from an individual who identified himself as NAT 
GRISWOLD, Head of the Arkansas Council on Human Relations, 
and advising them of a meeting of the Council and suggesting 
they might want to cover it for a news story. They went to 
1220 West Capitol, Little Rock, which houses the office of 
the Arkansas Council on Human Relations, and were advised by 
GRISWOLD ho had not called them. The newsmen said they tried 
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to determine from GRISWOLD the type of organization it was and 
to interview him with negative results* They said it was a 
bi-racial meeting and GRISWOLD requested they contact him at 
a later date, at which time he would permit them to interview 
him. They said he has not called them to date. 

It appears that BENNETT'S purpose in introducing the 
testimony of the newsmen was to show that the Arkansas Council 
on Human Relations, although claiming to he a non-profit and 
benevolent organization, was holding secret meetings and the 
head of the organization refused to tell newsmen its purpose 
and functions. 

MANNING JOHNSON again took the stand and furnished 
information concerning JAMES JACKSON and his rise in the CD. 

He quoted excerpts from the hook, ’’This Is Ky Husband,” 

(v/ritten by JACKSON* o wife), an article written by JACKSON 
in the 12/7/57 edition of "Political Affaire, 1 * and copies of 
the ’’Daily Worker.” JOHNSON again blasted the NAACP and said 
they wore matching the route set out for them by the CP. He 
said there was subversion in the local racial situation. 

GUY BANNISTER, former SAC, FBI, was the next witness 
and gave a brief history of the CP and its operations in this 
country. During his testimony, BANNISTER said he was convinced 
there has been subversion in the racial strife in Little Rock. 
He also devoted time to discussing CYRUS EATON, M The Rights,” 
“The New York Post," ELEANOR FERRY, and "The Nation" and their 
efforts to smear Mr, HOOVER and the FBI, He related that it 
was part of the Communist tactics to attempt to smear any 
individual or group that exposed them and said the people 
conducting the present hearings would undoubtedly also be 
smeared*

(i) CIRCUIT RIDERS, INC ._ — It has recently come to the Bureau’s 
attention that Circuit RjTders, Incorporated, has published a book 
entitled "A Compilation of Public Records of 658 Clergymen and 
Laymen Connected With the National Council of Churches.” A copy 
of this book was mailed directly to the Special Agent in Charge 
at one of our offices , and it is possible that other offices may 
receive copies of this 'book. For your information, the Circuit 
Riders is an organization made up primarily of laymen in the 
Methodist Church whose objective is to combat communism in the 
Methodist Church; however, the organization has no official con- 
nection with .that Church. Myers G. Lowman is the Executive 
Secretary of the organization, and in recent years he has leveled 
numerous charges against clergymen, indicating they are sympathetic 
toward communism. Lowman has been critical in the past of speeches

Lowman, through his organization, has disseminated 
several other books of a similar type as the current one, which is 
a compilation of affiliations of the officers and clergymen of the 
National Council of Churches in pacifist organizations, one-world 
groups, socialist organizations, popular-front-type of action 
groups and communist front organizations, publications, petitions, 
et cetera. The reliability of the material in Lowman' s book has
